Mosely and sentenced to be hanged I 
July 18, but whose case was pend­ 
ing an appeal before the state su­ 
preme court, was taken from the 
county jail by a mob early this 
morning and hanged in the court­ 
house yard. 
Sheriff William Edmonson, a dep­ 
uty sheriff and the jailer were sit­ 
ting on the back steps of the court­ 
house facing the jail when they 
saw the mob bearing down upon 
them. 
They were surrounded by 
the men, who were heavily armed, 
and ordered to surrender the pris­ 
oner or the jail would be broken 
into. 
Mr. McKenzie, the jailer, who had 
the keys, refused to surrender them 
and the mob proceeded to break 
down the door of the jail. 
Although not a shot was fired, It 
is understood that the prisoner put 
up a desperate struggle, getting pos­ 
session of a razor and badly cutting 
one of the members of the mob and 
hitting another over the head with 
a chair. He was overpowered, how­ 
ever, given a terrific blow over the 
back of the head, and then Carried 
down to the tree. 
The crime for which Jones was 
convicted occurred in the home of 
Mrs. Mosely where Jones was board­ 
ing. It is alleged that he shot her 
after he had been notified to move 
from the house. Her husband, who 
was working in the garden at the 
time, heard the shot, rushed into 
the house and shot Jones, severely 
wounding him. 
Mrs. Mosely was 
paralyzed from the effect of the 
bullets and died about a month 
later.

ington, D. C., who has been serving 
a life sentence here for the murder 
of his mother-in-law, the widow of 
Dr. Militor of Baden-Baden, will be 
given his freedom in 1925, he has 
been notified by the Baden govern­ 
ment. The government gave no rea­ 
son for the pardon or for the un­ 
usual fact that it was announced 
four years before it becomes ef­ 
fective.. 
When the American once again 
takes up his work in the world he 
will have forgotten much of his law, 
for he has had little time to read, 
but he will be an expert table mak­ 
er, at which task he has been en­ 
gaged since hiB imprisonment be­ 
gan in 1906. 
Hau’s conviction, on circumstan­ 
tial evidence, attracted wide atten­ 
tion in Germany. The widow Militor, 
reputed wealthy and with no other 
heirs except 
her

daughters, 
Olga and Dr. Hau’s wife, was shot 
In the back on the streets of Baden- 
Baden in November, 1906, as she 
was answering an alleged telephone 
call from a telegraph office. This 
telephone call is said to have been 
the work if Hau, intended to lure 
Mrs. Militor to the street, where 
a man with a false black beard shot 
her. Hau 
fled to London where 
he later was arrested. 
A barber testified he affixed a 
false beard on Hau that day. Hau’s 
wife, Lina, whom he had met and 
married in Zurich, where they were 
both students, committed suicide aft- 
| er her husband’s conviction leaving 
a letter in which she asked that 
1 the names of her children be chang- 
j ed, for she believed Hau had inur- 
j dered her mother.
